TO AVERT CRISIS

' ; Paris, June 12. 

M. Rene Coty, the French President, conferred with key politicians 
yesterday in an attempt to avert a political crisis. 

With M. Joseph Laniel’s 11-month-old Government facing almost 
inevitable defeat in today’s (Saturday's) vote of confidence on Indo-China, 
the President saw M. Edouard Herriot, Radical elder statesman, and 
General Pierre Koenig and M. Jacques Chaban Delmas, the Gaullist 
leaders. 

Radical and Gaullist Deputies will decide the outcome of the vote. 


He also received M. Lanicl, M. Paul Reynaud, the Deputy Premier, and 
M. Frederic Dupont, the Indo-China Minister.

On the ground floor are the 
offices of the library staff, com- 
mitlee rooms and rooms for 
studying manuscripts, the photo-

German businessmen are 
cutting into British business 
and even threatening some 
US firms in this highly- 
competitive Central African 
market, a survey showed. 

Tradw officials here said that 
in their hungry search for 
postwar markets, the Germans 
were eating Into this area by 
means of "generous credits, 
prompt delivery, good: after-sale 
service and a general approach 
that nothing fs too much trouble 
to win customers," 

Starting with practically no 
business here after World 
War Il, German oxpo nosed 
ahead of the Union of South 
Africa ond France the 
past four years to take fourth 
place In this rapidly-expanding 
mart Delgium herself rides 
frst in the import business 
here, with United States a 
heathy second and Britain 
definitely third, 

Latest official fgures on the 
values of Imports to the Belgian 
Conxo ond the attached territory 
of Runanda-Urund! for 1933 
showed the following (in Bel- 
gien francs): 

From Belgium — 6,834,375,640: 
USA - 4,177,050,558; Britain — 
1,262,475,471; Germany — 806,- 
406.737; Frances — 612,571,011; 
Union South Africa—000,- 
607,021. Total imports ‘were 
valued at 18,000,870,485 francs 
for the year. 

Authorities here said the 
Germans had made particular 
headway In selling motor vehi- 
cles, food products, machinery, 
tools, chemical and electrical 
goods und precision instruments, 
The German prices have been 
attractive—electrical equipment 
sometimes 15 to 20 per cent 
cheaper than the similar Ameri- 
can products. 

“One of the most Important 
things," a customer of a big 
German firm explained, “is that 
the Germans take the trouble 
to tallor their products for this 
specific market. The British 
don't always do this.” 

Although imports into this 
West Central African trade 
centre must be made with per- 
mits, the permits have been 
freely available for most pro- 
ducts in the past few years. 
Although there are less "than: 
80,000 Europeans here, the ex- 
panding native market num-

BERLIN RISING 


By JULIUS GOULD 


UNE 17, a date now 
J rapidly approaching, 
has become a black 
day in the Communist 
calendar, For on that day 
lant year the Kremlin re- 
ceived the rudest of shocks: 
with the world’s press as 
witness, the people of East 
Berlin, the [ast German 
satellite “capital,” marched 
against their Communist 
masters. 


Tt was a tough month for 
the men in Moscow. Secretly 
the fight between Beria and 
Malenkov was reaching its 
climax. On June 1 the 
“peace” of satellite Czecho- 
slovakia had been broken at 
Pilsen....and portraits of 
dead heroes, of Stalin and 
Gottwald, were publicly 
abused. 


Then on June 17, there was 
uproar in the Russlans' most 
westerly outpost. Not only in 
Berlin, but in Magdeburg, 
Halle, Leipzig and many other 
places, the puppet government 
of Grotewohl and Ulbricht was 
challenged in the streets, 


After a day of confusion, the 
Soviet Army came to the 
rescue. And by the evening of 
June 18 the Russians had 
summarily executed Willi 
Goettling, on alleged “ring= 
leader," and they were, af 
course, blaming “American hire- 
Ungs and Fascist thugs" for the 
whole affair,

Was it possible that old 
derided ideos about genuine 
freedom for industrial workers 
had lain dormant for so long 
and that “social democracy,” 
assailed allke by Hitler and 
Ulbricht, still retained some 
lingering appeal in East Berlin? 


Certainly some such ideas 
were In the air—and some of 
the Communist leaders seemed 
to have sensed thelr strength. 
One of these was Max Fechner, 
Minister of the Interior, who 
made a rash reference on June 
30 to the “right to strike” under 
the East German Constitution. 
Such men were rapidly disposed 
of a6 waverers, Fechner was re- 
placed by “Red Hilde’ Ben- 
jamin, the notorious People’s 
“Judge.” 


Once, the leaders had decided 
upon the economic consequences 
of their “New Course,” they 
redoubled thelr political grip on 
the country, Small wonder, then, 
that Grotewohl and Ulbricht 
fear free elections Ile the 
Plague; smal! wonder that pre- 
parations for the 1054 Com- 
munist, Party Congress (March 
30-April.6)-in Eastern Germany 
included a barrage of warnings 
against “the evils of social 
democracy.”

HEN heaven came 
to Sayville, Long 


| | Island, not far 


from New York city,. the 
neighbours objected. Its 
exact address was 72, Macon 
Street, and the —house- 
holder’sy name was Major J. 
Devine. He lived there with 
his wife, Peninah, and about 
20 other coloured people. 
Ten years later, by the end 
of the 1920's, there were 40. 

With the depression pun- 
demonium came to Sayville. 
The announcement of ban- 
quets every Sunday at 72, 
Macon Street brought New 
York’s destitute Negroes in 
their droves. A great feust 
awaited them—mounds of 
chieckén, ham, beef, 
vegetables, ice-cream, coffee, 
chocolate. Everything was 
free. 

After they had satisfied their 
hunger Major Devine told them 
he was god, They believed him. 
Soon he had ninety disciples, 
all in reqular employment, all 
contributing thelr entire earn- 
ings to the upkeep of god's 
dwelling. 

In 1930 he made his first 
white converts—some of them 
wealthy, The Sunday crowds 
overflowed into the garden, into 
Macon Street itself, singing, 
clapping, stamping, in the 
fervour of thelr ecstasy. Major 
Devine, whose real name 1s 
George Baker, transformed 
himself —agaln, He became 
Father Divine, 


Pretty Spy 


When the nelghbours asked 
him to leave, he declined, 

They sent a pretty mulatto 
spy to find evidence of im- 
morality and, If necessary, to 
provoke It, Sharing a double 
bed In the women’s dormitory 
she found that sex was ottt~ 
lawed in heaven, Even Father 
ond Mother Divine led celibate 
Ives, she was told, 

Although her mission falled, 
Father Divine was charged with 
being a public nuisance. Ignor- 
Ing protestations by the faithful 
that the prisoner was god, 
Judge Lewls J. Smith sentenced 
him to a year In gaol and a fine 
of 500 dollars. Exactly ten days 
Jater Judge Smith died, A 
message came from Father's 
prison cell. It was short) and 
dignified. It sald slmply: "I 
hated to do tt.” 

The Divine Peace Mission 
movement had got off to a fly- 
ing start. But its founder, who 
was destined for cven greater 
trlumphs, had already travelled 
for, 

His own account of his origin 
(“I was combusted one day in 
1800 on the corner of Seventh 
Avenue and 134th Street in 
Harlem”) Js precise, but does 
not square with the evidence. 
George Baker wag born around 
3880 in the Negro poverty of the 
Deep South, 


On: His Own 


He served his divine appren- 
ticeship with one Father Jchovia, 
who had proclaimed himself tha 
Father Eternal. It was in ao 
Brooklyn flat that he sct up ‘on 
his_own account. 

There he Jaid down the prin- 
elples which his followers (with 
only a few backsliders) have 
obcyed to the letter ever since. 

He was thelr only god. They 
must cast out every other loyal- 
ty, including human affection 
and family attachments. Any 
‘sex. expression, even between 
husbands and wives, wos a 
glaring black sin. 

Telling his followera that he 
had come from another world 
to achieve racial equality, he 
aboUshed discrimination by the 
simple process of not recognis- 
Ing the existence of colour,

Well, in the first place, that 
is not true of all personnel 
people, or cven of many.

Also, you 
must remember that, for a 
while, it was the custom to hire, 
for personnel jobs, the very 
scientific, factual person who 
frequently didn't have much 
warmth or intultlon, Fortunate- 
ly, that trend ts changing now. 


In addition, you must remem— 
ber that the average personnel 
worker interviews so many, 
many people In one day that 
he, or she, being a member of 
the human race, docs get tired, 
irritated, and sometimes snap~ 

ish, Bo would you, if you 
Interviewed all those people, 
with pressures ond time limits 
and confilcting opinions from 
the top brass, 


But, as I sald before, the 
trend is changing for the better. 


For example, one publishing 
house in Now’ York hay a pore 
sonnel interviewer named Loret- 
ta Lunt, who typifies the now 
npproach to this important field,

better home, the home 
workshop is o@ growing 
phenomenon in modern life. 
Power tools have added 
hazards, and sv the new 
watchword is safety. 


The first requirement Is 
proper space, good lighting 
(both day and night), and good 
order, Litfered floors, with 
wood seraps or metal chips, and 
oll on the floor favour slipping. 
Motal chips or curls may cut 
through shocs, Storing materials, 
especinily in overhead racks, 
should always be dono carefully 
with danger of falling in mind. 
Tools should be hung eccurcly, 
and not where they can fall on 
heads — or fect. Careless ac~ 
cumulation of tools on bench or 
table while working may result 
in foot injuries from tools dis- 
lodged by accident, 

Jobs — which require that 
material be held still should be 
done properly with vice or 
clamps, not merely by bracing 
or holding the work insccurely, 
thus favouring n tool slip or 
aimflar occldent. Tools should 
be used fur the purposes for 
which they were made, not only 
to protect the tuol, but to safe- 
guard the worker. Broken tools 
or those wlth loose handles or 
parts should be repaired, Hands 
and tools should be clean and 
free from of] or grease, 


Follow Instructions 


Wear guggles when using any 
grinding tools, even If the toot 
{y shielded; goggles when using 
a Jathe are o good idea, too, 
since flying chips of = uny 
description can injure eyes. 

When “cleaning up” beneh or 
floor, ase u brush—-never the 
hounds or o handful of waste, 
unless you want chips and 
slivers in your Angers. 

Use power tools according to 
instructions, Where there are 
guards, it 19 elementary good 
sense to use Un A‘ tew perti- 
nent suggestions’: ‘are “offered by 
the Natlonal Safety Council in 
America about starting and 
stopping suth machinery safety, 

using it properly, Foot 
pedals for starting or stopping 
machinery should be guarded 
ogalnst being stepped on un- 
intentionally -—- where there are 


starter buttons as well as foot 
pedals, use the button only to 
start, and tho foot pedal only to 
stop the machine. Sudden starts 
or stops, especially for band 
saws and §igsaws, may  brear 
blades. So mny use of cracked 
‘saw blades. Matorisl to be 
sawed should bo Inspected for 
nalls or ether metal which 
might break saw teeth and 
couse them to fly out and {injure 
the operator. Stopping saws wy 
“braking” agoinst them with 
blocks of wood Is poor practice. 


Watch Your Hands 


Circular saws are more dan- 
xerous ian band saws because 
of the dangor of kickbacks. 
They should be guarded both 
nbove and below, Never stand 
In Hina with the aaw when 
ripping, in case of kickbacks.

Keep the 
hands out of Mne with the saw. 
Do not cut extremely short or 
harrow work with it, Kecp a 
good balance so that If tho work 
“gives” you will not siip into 
ths saw, Do not reach around 
the saw whilo it ta in motion 
Use w pusher stick and not the 
hands when working on short 
or narrow material, 

If the workshop is In a garage 
or out-wullding not heated by 
central heat, there may be 
danger of fire in cold weather 
when oll or other space heaters 
are used. Chips, shavings, suw- 
dust, or of] accumulations — cn- 
hanee this risk, Olly rags or 
waste aro worst of all — they 
should be banished, or placed 
immediately in a ghtly covered 
metal tin, 
may be spontancous combustion, 
Old paint is a Are hazard, too, 
Quick-drying palnts, palnt = re- 
movers, and some waxes and 
pollshes have solvents which muy 
be flammabie or explosive; they 
should be kept away from open 
flames. Heed the warnings on 
the packages. 

Electrical wiring should be 
installed in accordance with 
pbuilding code =. requirements, 
properly fused. Extenslon cords 
should be at a minimum, and 
those used should be !n good 
condition and out of the way of 
possible short ciroult or other 
intorference. 

The money saved, the recrea- 
tlon enjoyed, and the products 
turned out in the home work-, 
shop should not be spoiled by 
needless accidents.

’ Expert wedge players like 
Bobby Locke or Charlic Ward 
may be able to do long distance 
tick shots with it; but T am 
quite sure ordinary folk can’t 
In any case, if you watch care 
fully, you won't sec the moster 
men trying many “trick” shots 
either, 


Too many people try to make 
tne wedge hit the ball too far. 
t am certain {t should only be 
used for the accurate up-to-the- 
pin shot from between 30 and 40 
yards—or less. Certainly no 
more. If you get the hang ot 
Jt from that sort of distance It 
ean be the best weapon in the 
bag for rolling three shots into 
lwo. 


But let’s be just as straight 
tnd say that nobody can expect 
to go into the pro’s shop, buy a 
wedge, ang go straight out ond 
lay the ball stiff by the pin, It 
is the sort of club which de- 
mands quite u lot of attention 
and understanding before it will 
perform, But don't be scared 
about that. Any = average 
handicap player can handle Mt. 


But I do suggest you should 
not expect miracles, | know 
we have all seen films where 
the American boys pitch the 
ball on to the green and make 
it drop beyond the pin, spin 
back and settle neatly by the 
cup, You just will not get that. 
sort of thing in England. We 
don’t have that kind of heavily 
watered green. 


You can put check spin on the 
ball just as well as the Ameri- 
cans but on our greens you will 
still have to judge the bounce 
in front of the pin and allow 
enough room for the hall to 
pull up. But that ts all common 
sense, Let's get down to the 
business of using the club.

UK Denies. 
Charges 
By Yemen 


Souwmaa Village 
Not Attacke 


London, June 11. 

The British Forcign Office 
today denied charges by the 
Red Sea kingdom of the 
Yemen that tribesmen and 
levies of the Aden Prolec- 
torate attacked the village 
of Souwman, in the Yemen, 
on May 20. 

A spokesman — said that on 
that day a Yemeni raiding 
force crossed the Aden Protec- 
torate = frontier from near 
Souwmaoa und was repulsed by 
local tribesmen and levies. 

“All the fighting took place 
on the Aden side of the 
frontier,” he added. 

“There {fs no truth in the 
Yement allegation of aggression 
and provocation by Britain 
against Yement territory.” 

He said the Foreign Omen 
had not yet received a report 
of any incident on June 5, 
when, according to a Yemeni 
statement Issued here yesterday, 
Aden Protectorate forces at- 
lacked the town of Beidah in- 
side Yemeni territory, 

FREQUENT RAIDS 

According to British officials, 
Yemeul jorces make frequent 
ralds into the Aden Pro- 
tectorate, and in repeliing these 
attacks, the Froteciorate levies 
rometimes cross the Yemeni 
frontier, But they denied that 
this happened on May 20, 

The Yemen strongly opposed a 
British sponsored plon for a 
federation of the shelkdoms com- 
prising the Protectorates and 
claimed tt is being forced on the 
shelks agalnst their will, 

The British Government has 
denicd this, and has told the 
Yemen that since the federation 
plan is in the Protectorate's 
economic Interest, and has been 
approved by the local rulers 
concerned, It will proceed 
despite Yemeni  opposition—
